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Author^  Note: 

Several  biases  involved  in  preparation  of  this  bibliography  should  be  made 
explicit.   I  have  tended  to  emphasize  good  recent  books  and  articles  at  the 
expense  of  some  vjorthuhile  older  works.   I  have  sometimes  cited  an  article  in 
order  to  direct  the  reader  not  only  to  that  specific  piece  but  to  familiarize 
him  with  the  journal  itself.  Uany   times  I  have  included  a  general  reference 
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to  a  journal  which  consistently  features  good  material.   In  sone  areas,  I  have 
included  several  rather  narrow,  scientific  uorks  as  a  reminder  that  often  'hard 
data  from  the  fields  of  physics,  chemistry,  and  biology  is  needed  to  support 
broad  philosophical  principles  and  Utopian  ideals.   Finally,  I  have  annotated 
or  otherwise  indicated  books  and  articles  vjhich  I  feel  to  be  unusually 
superior.  This  was  done  v;ith  reluctance  because  some  readers  tend  to  limit 
their  research  to  works  so  indicated. 

Throughout  this  bibliography,  the  emphasis  has  been  on  man ;  his  dilenmas; 
and  the  knovjledge  and  philosophies  necessary  for  hiui  to  reclaim  a  healthy, 
ecologically-sound  environment.
